It would be strange if the l>ig|?eHt. and most revolutionary per- 
iod of world history were ullowed to pass without having any effect 
on our public education. Nearly everything that is taught in the 
schools is influenced powerfully by the big war. Thing! not yet 
taught are destined to be forced into the curriculum by the pres- 
sure of events. The scholars cannot help changing modi of the sub- 
ject matter and the method of their teaching, to enable their pupils 
to understand the changing world and prepare for lite as it will be j 
hereafter. 

President Wilson has wisely taken the lead in recognising the | 
necessity of adapting our school instruction to the new epoch. In | 
a letter addressed to school officers throughout the country he says: 

"The war is bringing to the minds of our people a new appre- 
ciation of the problems of national life and a deeper undertaking 
of the meaning and aims of democracy." He reminds them that the 
many lessons taught by the war must be learned quickly if we are 
to defend our institutions intelligently and successfully, and that 
"when the war is over we must apply the wisdom which we have j 
been acquiring in purging and ennobling the national life." 

He urges the schools especially to Increase the time and atten- 
tion devoted to "instruction bearing directly on the problems of ■ 
community and national life 

concrete and practical, he announces that proper agencies of the 
government will prepare and distribute suitable material for us in 
elementary and high school classes. 

The schools are under no compulsion to use such material, but 
it isn't likely that any of t hem will refuse. They should welcome 
the help of the government in a matter of such vital importance.

DENT WILSON 

Washington, October 14— President 
Wilson, in behalf of the Liberty Loan 
tonight Issued a proclamation setting 
aside October 24 as Liberty Loan Day 
and urging the people of the nation to 
assemble on that day in their respec- 
tive communities and "pledge to one 
another and to the ^overnmeu that 
represents them the fullest measure 
ol fnancial support."
